How Northfield Voted For Candidates 


The state primary for the selec- 
tion of party candidates, who. will 
be voted for in November, was held 
throughoat the state on Tuesday 
July 1th. In Northfield the polls 
were open from 1 to 8 o'clock and 
a total of 167 votes were cast, of 
which 155 were Republican and 
12 Democratic. 

There are 985 registered voterz 
here.

Upon a 
petition of ten Republicans filed 
here with Town Clerk Mrs. Hask- 
ell the recount of these votes was 
held here. -

knowledge of the candidates 
among the voters, all of which sug- 
gests that voters should prepare 
themselves for intelligent partici- 
pation in advance. Failing to vote 
because of ignorance is no excuse 
however.

Pfc. Howe Killed 
In Action 


Mrs. Olive E. Howe, of 415 East 
Main St., Orange, has received 

word from the War department 
that her son Pfc. Earle Sherman 
Howe, 21, was killed in action on 
June 15 in France. Pfc. Howe was 
inducted into the service on Novy. 
10, 1942, soon after he moved 
to Orange with his family on 
Nov. 15 from Northfield where 
the family had lived since 1940. 
His brother, Perey Howe, a crip 
ple was aided by local friends in 
providing him with equipment in 
shoe repairing and Earle gave un- 
selfish assistance. 


Northfield was his home town 
at time wf induction and he is 
the first Northfield boy to give his 
life in service. His name will re- 
ceive the first gold star to be 
placed on the Northfield honor roll. 

Born in Winchester, N. H., July 
14, 1922, he spent his early life 
there and then moved to Green- 
field where he was graduated from 
the grammar school in 1937. He 
then returned to Northfield to live 
with his grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs, J. E. Clough.
